The amendments to claims 1, 21, 41, and 45 present a new combination of limitations not previously considered when evaluating the 
patentability of the claims dependent upon amended claims 1, 21, 41, and 45. Specifically, independent claims 1, 21, 41, and 45 now 
include the limitation of creating an executable file to effect the translation between the XML-type document and the first type of 
document based on the data model for the XML-type document, the data model for the first type of document and the mapping rules, and 
running the executable file to translate between the XML-type document and the first type of document These limitations were not 
previously considered when evaluating the patentability of dependent claims 3-16, 18, 20, 23-36, 38, 40, 43-44, and 47-48.
